The reason, I conjecture, why thcio is such 


a general abhorrence among people of taste 
and judgment of the publication of| memoirs 
of eminent people during their lifetime, is be- 
cause those memoirs rarely contain a just or 
valuable estimate of qhnracter.und ore seldom 
inything more than stupid and nauseating 
panegyric, beariun a strong suspicion ot hav- 
ng been procured at so much a Hue. Still 
when a person's career has imparted a public 
Interest to bis character, it is senseless and 
Irrational to require people to wait till he Is 
dead before that interest is satisfied. 


I have known the subject of this sketch 


since he was a mere boy. We ware once very 
Intimate friends, and are still far trom being 
enemies. We ate and drank and slept to- 
gether, and shared everything with each other. 
We lay awake at Bights in bed and talked of 
the £ieat future which he has largely realized, 
and 1 have altogether missed. 


It was in the summer ot 1870 or '71 that I 


first heard of Kolh»cker—thirteen or fourteen 
years ago. I was reading law in Wheeling, 
West Virginia, and while calling at a house 
there one day, my eyes fell unon_a nttlepoem 
while I was waiting In the parlor, a poem 
which struck ne as being so superior to the 
common rank of album rhymes, that In the 
idleness ot the moment it fixed my attention. 
1 think I can repeat it after all these, years.

The lady ornvhom I was calling came In 


presently, and was delighted to .find me in- 
terested in tho poem. It was done, she told 
me, by a nephew of hers who lived in Cin- 
cinnati, a boy (when the poem was written) 
12 or 13 years of *ge. It was Kotbacker. 
The verses are not powerful, certainly, but 
their mood is supremely poetical. Teuuysqa^ 
might own them to-day \vlthout ft blush. I 
have scon many efforts of childish prodigies 
that surpassed them In thought, but I know 
of nothing in the range of literature, pro- 
duced, at such an age, so completely In the 
divine mood. It has the Interest, moreover, 
of being to a phenomenal degrefl" a fore- 
shadow of. the weaknrtri* and the strength, the - 
meteoric beauty and the logical feebleness 
ot Ito'hacker's present literary stylo oven 
of his editorial style. If printed anons- 
mausly tc-dny In Denver, I think It would be 
ascribed to Kothocker. I bnowof no other 
poets whose chlld-etlorts bear tbls resem- 
blance to his matured stjle. A great poet 
Botbacker could never be. It »kes a con- 
junction of many eminent qualities to make a 
great poet. He must have all tbe qualities 
that Rothacker docs possess and several that 
Rothacker does not possess. A poet must be, 
above all, a great philosopher, and that is 
exactly what Kotbacker is not. The order of 
his mind is neither philosophical nor logical, 
but intuitive. 1 bought has no seasou of 
incubation In bis mind; It is conceived and 
born m the same instant. This, of course, Is 
a source of power as well as ot weakness. 
His genius Is strikingly like Foe's1, but of a 
completer order, and strongly resembling 
Shelley's. 


It will doubtless surprise people iu the west 


who have thought of Kotbacker only as a 
shrewd, active political journalist, having u 
brilliant, vituperative style, to hear him 
spo_kenof as a. poet; yetasoet be Is above 
everything else, a poet with genius enough (if 
he had any literary industry, which be has 
not) to become tbe fashion, of the agu but 
not the fashion of the ages. There are many 
eminent singers, but only one (iUlnel'nui. 
If Kotbacker had lived in Paris, 1 think he 
would have been the French poet of his day. 
But In Fr»"co, journalism is the stepping 
stone of literature; here It Is the tomb. 13rll- 
llant, and In many wajs enviable a* Mr.Koth- 
acker's career has been, It ho?, to ilu>°6 who 
know biui best and love him best, been a <ll»- 
ippointmeut. There Is nothing peimaiwntlu 
ibe fame of a Journalist; It Is from day to 
day, like the fame ot an actor—n sort ot 
baud-to-mouth fame. 
Such distinction a.i 


there Is in It, iiowever. he has achieved. 
Faults of style, faults ot judgment, faulMot 
conduct, be certainly has beyond iiumuer; 
but above all) and In splto of all, ho has stood 
for six years still little more- than a boy in 
ago pre eminently the first journalist of the 
west, head and shoulders abuve nny of his 
contemporaries between Chicago and San 
Frnnclsco. The man's wry faults have served 
him. Tbo worst of his editorial writing would 
have shamed the poorest scrub on the Tribune 
staff, but at his best ho touched a point that 
not ten journalists in the country can reach. 
This very uileasineb's saved him from bu- 
comlng wearisome. Thousands of person's 
hare boon galled by UothAcker'a editorials, but 
tbe man doesn't live who was ever bowl by 
them. He has written manv poor HULK, many

Ills 
superiority is In swiftness and htness of 
thought, and a dainty elegance of words llung 
Into a style that Is picturesque, original and 
vigorous. I ha\e oorn him mentioned at) a 
powerful political writer 
StulTI Merely, as a 


political writer, in the common acceptance of 
the term, be is feeble. Rothacker is Hot a 
moulder of "politlcarihought, but Taerely~g 
vivid exposor of U. Ills writings frequently 
had the efleer of vigor, but It was not In the 
thought expressed so much as in the Informa- 
tion of affairs conveyed. 


I think I have never known another u.«n 


with such a genius for absorbing Information, 
lie literally knows everybody. He is the 
swiftest reader I ever saw; tie will go through 
a bushel ot exchanges before many a "power- 
ful" man would have the winppers off them. 
InthlSTespect he is like Horace Greeley. In- 
deed, there are many strong resemblances be- 
tween tbe two. Doth are charged with Incon- 
sistency, because they were not mediocre, and 
have bad moce than ono idea to harp on. 
Anything above one ldc»,aud a one-sided view 
ot that idea, Is generally termed editorial In- 
consistency. 1 regret to admit that there is no 
other editor in Denver open to the charge, 
liotbacker's supreme merit as a journalist 
has bcon that he made bis editorial col- 
umns at all times a minor of publics-nit- 
merit. 


His literary st>le 
of expression—and, 


indeed, I think the cast of bis mud—Is 
unique In 
English, but common enough 


among the best writers of France 
It Is vl» id, 


brilliant, meteoric, and, to that extent power- 
ful. 
It -if, and always has boon, an uncon- 


scious Imitation of Victor Ilugo. I say no- 
consnlous, because I think him Incapable of 
copying anything, Tbe order of bis mind 19 
too original and fruitful for that. But at 8 
years of age the child had devoured Loo 
Miserable^ *nd tbe other works ot the author, 
and the effect Is apparent. 1 have seen edi- 
tors who wished to .compliment Rotbacker 
mention him as a "scholar." Pish! There 
can be no compliment In a fafoobood. 
The 


man Is not a scholar, nor even a student. He 
Is a genius, if you please; and his literary 
reading has boon intensive, but a scholar— 
faugh I 


Rothacker had tbe great advantage, how- 


ever, of being bora of literary parents and 
bred In a literary atmosphere. Ills mother 
was a Virginian., and a woman of genius, 
One of tbe finest, If not tbe first emotional 
poem I ever saw, was a contribution of hers 


-to Harper's. His father w>s a student at 


Ueldleberg with Carl Schurz In 18)8, -when 
the students row against the government, 
were beaten and outlawed. With Schurz he 
fled to this country, fell In love with tbe 
Virginia girl of 17—to whom he was tutor 
mauled her and left her a widow at 82, with 
a legacy of four boys, of which Ottomar 
Uebern Roth»cker was tbe second. 
The 


fatter was a scholar, and a poet alto, lie 
loon fell Into consumption, but after marry- 
ing be bad earned his living by editing Ger- 
man newspapers, and when he died the Helcl- 
leberg students In America clubbed together 
»nd brought out his poems In a large volume 
In the German language. 


Our Rotbacker has also written' poems 


enough, worthy of preservation, to mnke a 
volume. But I don't know who could collect 
them. They are scattered across the conti- 
nent aud have contributed to little to bis 
western fame^that ho Is scarcely known here 
as a poet. They were, however, the cause of, 
his first recognition In Cincinnati, and through 


\ 
them ho came to be mado a citizen of Ken- 
tucky by a special act of the legislature, when 
he was 16 years old, to enable him to attend 
tho military academy. 


l,\erybody there will remember how a few 


Seats later, whrm be took charge of a Ken- 
tucky paper, he bad the unheard-of audacity 
to drop on What he contemptuously called the 
"stud-horse and, short-horn aristocracy" of 
that renlon. They were too much ama/ed to 
shoot him, though 1 think would have shot 
him willingly enough at llrst only they were 
all aid of the next papei If the> mlsspd fire. 
So they fell to petting him Instead, and petted 
aud spoiled be has been ever since. lam 
sorry for It. 1 think it has been a grtat dam- 
aw to him and cheated him out of a perma- 
nent literary tamp.
